The Dutch navy in the islands, although ex- 
cellent, could not stand up against a deter- 
mined Japanese assault. A recent survey cred- 
ited it with three light-cruisers, two heavy de- 
stroyers, 12 light destroyers, 20 submarines and 
10 larger ones building. The air force is ex- 
cellent, and the Australian air force has been 
greatly strengthened by American bombers and 
pursuits. 

One factor may change the entire picture. 
Strategists are almost unanimous in the belief 
that Hitler will be forced to strike through Hol- 
land, or through the Danube, if the Scandi- 
navian invasion turns out badly, as now ap- 
pears possible. He no longer can remain im- 
mobilized. But the chances of his attempting 
the desperate gamble of obtaining bases to

Again, Welcome! 

Neighbor Franklin D. Roosevelt is once 
again in Georgia. The Little White House at 
Warm Springs is today the center of the United 
States Executive Department of government 
and the customary coterie of news correspond- 
ents, official attaches, secret service men and 
so forth are enjoying the delights of Georgia in 
the spring. 

It is always good for a man charged with 
heavy responsibility to have a place where he 
may go, for a few days at least, and regain 
touch with the simplicities of the smaller 
places, set his feet upon the good earth of his 
country and absorb the beauties of nature at 
her loveliest. The very smell of spring in Geor- 
gia is revivifying and helps to restore that 
faith in the eternal verities which all mankind 
must keep if life is to be worthy.

What Is It? 


Charges have been made that the Georgia 
Power Company has violated the public utili- 
ties holding company act by making contribu- 
tions to one or more political campaigns in 
this state. The SEC is now engaged in inves- 
tigation of these complaints. 

President Preston S. Arkwright, of the pow- 
er company, has retorted that the investigation 
is nothing but a new attempt to “smear” Sen- 
ator Walter F. George, who was one of the 
designated victims of the administration 
“purge” program in the 1938 senatorial cam- 
paign. Of course, the “purge” failed in this 
state and Senator George was re-elected by a 
comfortable margin of vote 

On the other hand, William Green, region- 
al administrator for the SEC, denies that the 
George campaign is the special objective of 
the investigation, stating it covers campaigns 
for state, as well as national, offices. 

The general public will-await the result of 
the investigation with interest based upon only 
one factor. That the genuineness of the 
foundation for the probe and the Sincerity of 
the investigators. 

At the present time there is widespread un- 
certainty, among the people of the state gen- 
erally, as to whether the investigation is simply 
and solely an effort to substantiate or disprove 
responsible accusations of law violation, or 
whether it is a “fishing expedition” inspired 
by political considerations. 

If there is real ground for the suspicions 
and if the investigation is sigs in impec- 
cable and unbiased manner, it should be wel- 
comed. If the charges prove unfounded, the 
company now under suspicion should be com- 
pletely and publicly exonerated. It would be 
extremely unfair, in faci, not to go to the very 
root of the matter, for the company’s sake, 

On the other hand, if evidence substantiat- 
ing the charges can be uncovered, that, too, 
should be made public. The citizens of the 
state have every right to know the truth if 
the largest utility organization in the state 
has been projecting itself, left-handedly, into 
politics. 

However, if the entire thing is merely a 
“fishing expedition,’ launched in the blind 
hope of discovering something to discredit a 
political rival, that circumstance cannot be 
kept forever hidden.

It is generally accepted 
German named Gutenberg 
was the inventor. Certainly, the 
Gutenberg Bible is the oldest 
known specimen of printing done 
with movable type and-it bears a 
date that makes 1440 a reasonable 
guess as to the year of the inven- 
tion. 

However, please note that I say 
the Gutenberg Bible is the oldest 
“known” specimen. There are 
quite a few other examples ol 
printing done at about that time 
still extant in museums and it Is 
quite within the bounds of possi- 
bility that them ante 
the Gutenberg Bible. But 
can't prove it, for these othe. 
no date. So that’s that. 

However, it remains true that 
it is extremely doubtful if anyone 
Will ever know, for a certainty, 
who invented movable type and 
thus gave to the world the bless- 
ing—and the plague—of printing. 
Gutenberg usually gets the credit. 

There are people who still claim 
that credit, howeve for a man 
named Coster, who is said to have 
lived in Haarlem, Holland. There 
is a legend about Coster’s develop- 
ment of metal type moulds, 
experimenting by cutting moulds 
of letters in the bark of trees and 
wunpressing them in wet sand. 

National rivalry has entered in- 
to the argument. It is claimed by 
German supporters of Gutenberg 
that it is to be expected that such 
a brilliant invention was made by 
a German, because how could you 
expect the inferior Hollanders to 
bestow such a blessing on the 
world!

But, on the other hand, the Hol- 
landers, some of them, base their 
support of the Coster legend on 
the same argument, in reverse. 
Isn’t it more likely, they say, that 
a native of Holland would have 
possessed such genius, rather than 
a German?

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Allied Victory 


Is Reported in 
Middle Norway 


‘Violent Explosions Indi- 
cate Naval Battle at 
a Kattegat Entrance. 
\ .

STOCKHOLM, Saturday, April 
20.—(UP)—The struggle for con- 
trol of the wide area in central 
Norway centering around Trond- 
heim is growing in intensity after 
ap initial Allied victory near 
Namsvs, according to frontier re- 
ports reaching here today. 

Allied and German forces in the 
area received reinforcements, It 
was said. 

It was reported that after Brit- 
ish-Norwegian forces defeated a 
German detachment yesterday 
near Namsos, 80 miles north of 
Trondheim, German parachute 
troops landed south of Namsos, 
apparently in preparation for an 
attack from the rear 
lied troops. 

Reports from Norway indicated 

‘mis engagement was one of at 
Gh. four in which combined 
British and Norwegian forces 
clashed with Germans and coin- 
cided with numerous reports from 
the southwest coast of Sweden that 
a new naval battle being 
fought in the entrance to the Kat- 
tegat. 

The Stockholm radio announced 
that British forces had established 
a defense line from Namsos all the 
way to the Swedish frontier. The 
radio said the announcement came 
from the Norwegian high com- 
mand. 

Six violent explosions 
heard off the coast early 
morning, believed to be torpedoes 
striking. Then heavy gunfire 
broke out. As the morning wore 
on, the firing apparently moved 
southward and finallv became in- 
audible. Poor visibility prevent- 
ed shore watchers from sighting 
‘the ships engaged. 

The detonations were so heavy 
and so close to the Swedish coast 
that houses and windows 
were shattered. The fog-masked 
engagement was believed to have 
been between opposing surface 
craft rather than air and sea units 
since no plane motors were heard. 

Refugees from the Narvik area 
where some 10,000 civilians are 
trapped arriving in Kiruna, Swe- 
den, said the food situation in 
Narvik was becoming critical. 
Supplies .were cut off by British 
warships and the railroad to Swe- 
den was cut by the Norwegians as 
they retreated. Potatoes and other 
root vegetables were frozen. by 
unusually severe weather, the 
refugees said, adding to the short-
